Terra Bella Irrigation District 
Advised To Build For The Future 
By Bert Smith At Chamber Banquet 


People in the Terra Bella Irrigation district were advised to 
build for the future by Bert L. Smith, executive secretary of the Wa- 
ter Economics committee of the Irrigation District’s Association of 
California when he appeared last Thursday evening as principal 
speaker at annual banquet of the Terra Bella chamber of commerce. 


He pointed out that the district 
has only 11,000 acres under ir- 
rigation development. He said, 
on a basis of the recent Leeds, 
Hill and Jewett report, cost to 
bring all district lands under wa- 
ter would run about $2,850,000. 

He said that 50 per cent of this 
cost could be (covered by sale of 
district-owned land; that if the 
United States government advanc- 
ed the balance, it could be paid 
back over a 30-year period at 
about $1.25 per acre foot of water 
used. 

Because the demand for water 
is so great, he urged people of 
Terra Bella to “do what you can 
now, but leave something to the 
future.’”’ 


He said that the greatest con-

The people of California, he 
said must solve their own water 
problems if the state’s water re- 
sources are to be adequately de- 
veloped. ‘‘We can expect a rea- 
sonable amount of help from the 
federal government,” he said, “‘but 
this will not be enough to get the 
job done. 


‘We are not playing for pea- 
nuts. The stakes are high — our 
very way of life and our standard 
of living are involved,” he said. 

In order to meet water prob- 
lems of California, the people 
must invest $80,000,000 per year, 
Mr. Smith said. Growth of the 
state, he pointed out, will bring 


increasing water needs in the next 
20 years. 

“There must be water where 
and when it is needed if our way 
of life is to be preserved’’, he 
said. 

People of California are recog- 
nizing this fact, he pointed out. 
At present, a total of some $500,- 
000,000 is committed for local wa- 
ter development by ‘“‘the people.”

If you have been prospecting 
} for uranium when you should 
} have been home gardening, we 
have just read a magazine 
which sheds new light on the 
subject. It seems some scien- 
tists believe plants are symbols 
marking certain mineral de- 
posits. If a particular plant 
does well it may be your soil 
is rich in tin or gold. If your 
cactus plant branches instead 
of growing straight up it indi- 
cates uranium may be present. 
Other plants, or lack of plants, 
indicate other elements. 


The day may come soon when 
ou can complain your camel- 
ia died because the ground 
was too rich in silver or lead. 
This will help us nurserymen be- 
cause people are getting tired 
of being told they over-water- 
ed it. 

We're not sure which plant 
proves what, so we recommend 
you plant several plants and not 
take any chances. After you 
have several well established 
varieties to take care of the 
basic minerals you can plant 
some of the rare plants to un- 
cover the trace elements. 

Along with the prospecting 
you might as well have color, 
and for this we recommend } 
Camellias. We have a large 
assortment, many of them in 
bloom, and from $1.75 up to 
$7.50. These should be planted 
in shade, in well drained soil, 
and with ample peat moss. Be 
sure and remove the tin can or 
pe may get a false reading in 
ater years.
